Through the overflow of the Desplaines 
River over the dam or spillway between Sum- 
mitand Riverside over 100,000 cubic feet 
of water is being forced into the Chicago 
River every minute. This condition has pre- 
yailed since Tuesday afternoon and will con- 
tinue until the levee is repaired tonight. This 
large amount of Desplaines Valley water has 

- changed the current of the Chicago River, and 
at present the city sewage is going into the 
lake, It has not reached the cribs, however, 
owing to a fortunate shift in the wind. 

, A torrent of water has been pouring through 

a forty-foot break in the banks of the old 

canal one .mile blow Summit, flooding the 

new channel and the country between that 
t and Joliet. 

The freshet is due to the melting snow and 
the recent rainfall. The rise in the Desplaines 
River has been eight feet, or within six inches 
of the highest water mark known. A fall of 
four inches is reported. To the Canal Com. 
sioners the freshet is proving of value, inas- 
much as it shows the result of the work al- 
ready done and the weak points to be rem- 
edied. 

Break Due to Carelessness., 

The break in the levee below Summit is said 
to be due to carelessness. .Between that sec- 
tion of the new channel and the old canal is 
a large embankment. Before the right of 
way had been secured by the Drainage Com- 

' missioners Swift & Co. had two large ice- 
houses and a big inclosed pond on that sec- 
tion. Theturplus water from the ice ponds 
was carried into the canal through a wooden 
sluiceway. Contractors Streeter & Kenfick 
had been told to look out for their embank- 
mént along the Desplaines River. 

_ not strengthened and Tuesday forenoon the 
river broke over its banks and filled section 
E to a depth of from three to twelve feet. 
Then the water washed away the weak dam 
at the ice pond and filled the land surround- 
ing the abandoned ice-houses. 

The onty outlet for this water, which now 
formed a lake one mile long and half a mile 
wide, was through the sluice into the old

instances the horses had to swim out, Six 
persons who tried to make the crossing in one 
carriage barely escaped, while the team was 
so far gone that the carriage had to be 
abandoned in order to save the horses. The 
owners of teams in Summit refused to risk 
their horses in the current sweeping 
over the bridge unless double 
prices were paid: then buggies were 
weighted down and drivers who knew how 
to swim the horses were placed in charge. 
From Summit that was the only way to reach 
the old Ogden dam and the spillway, without 
making a trip of six miles on the railroad 
tracks. 

The rainfall that caused the’ flood was gen- 
eralalong the Desplaines Valley. It was a 
fall of .30 of an inch Sunday and 1.06 inches 
Monday and Monday night. This, with the 
snow on the ground, equaled a fall of 2 
inches, June 2, 1885, there was twice 
asmuch rainfall, arid in August, 1885, 
four times as much feli in less than 
hours, The river rise has 
been eight feet, or within a few inches of the 
record for floodwater in the valley. Previous 
floods have had a wider area to cover, while 
this one is confined toa large extent by the 
drainage and railroad embankments, 

An authority in Desplaines River floods 
says that had it not been for the drainage 
work already performed the present freshet 
would have as disastrous an effect as the one 
of 1885. : 

It is estimated that 400,000 cubic feet a 
minute of this water is going towards the 
Mississippi River, and that had it not been for 
the embankments built at least 250,000 cubic 
feet of this amount would te coming into 
Chicago in addition to the 160,000 cubic feeta 
minute overflow. The damage to the canal

How the Floods Gather. 

The volume of water forced down about 
Riverside, Summit, Romeo, Lemont, and 
JSliet, says an old canal man, comes from an 
area of 700 square miles of the Desplaines 
Valley. The fail is one foot to the mile,’ be- 
ginning west of Racine, Wis. The valley has 
a steep lateral slope and is almost entirely of 
clay soil. The rain this week has been nearly 
equal the entire length of the valley, there be- 
ing the same fall in Milwaukee as in Chicago. 
The estimated rainfall on the 448,000 acres 
of land in the valley is 25,000 barrels to the 
acre each year. 
been one-eighteenth of the yearly fall, or 
within four daysa fall of 620,000,000 bar- 
rels of water in the valley using the canal and 
the river for the principal outlet. 

At Joliet the water is clear over the banks 
of the canal from Jackson street half a mile 
south to tle McDonough street bridge, flood- 
ing basements of machine shops and flowing 
over into the lumber yards, In the Sixth 
Ward the water lapped two biocks ecst from 
the canal, forcing the householders.to move 
to the upper story. The dam at Jackson 
street had twenty feet taken dut to 
a depth of twelve feet clear to 
the lower level. From the Summit 
to Lockport the flats are one seething sea 
surrounding the shanties of employés of the 
drainage ditch, who have been forced to flee 
to the bluffs. The works of the drainage 
eanal are all under several. feet of water. 
Near Lemonta section of 700 rodsof the 
canal bank has been torn out, letting the 
water run outinatarrent. The poles of the 
Postal Telegraph cempany were torn opt by 
four feet of water. :

This crevasse was gradually en- 
larged until it was forty feet wide last night 
and slowly growing. This flood .pours into 
the old canal and by this route into the Chi- 
g ago River. The volume. isso strong that a 
current is formed in both directions—toward 
Joliet and Chicago. 
Nearly 100 men were at work on the break 
all day yesterday constructing a new dam in- 
‘Bide the old one. No boat could be forced 
past the opening on account of the powerful 
current, so the work was all from one side 
~ @nd necessarily slow. Two canal-boats of 
stone were used yesterday, and it is expected 
that by tonight the levee ‘will be repaired. 
Many tons of baled hay are on the embank- 
ment ready to complete the new dam at the 
proper time.

When the members of the Drainage Board 
heard of the big overflow they adjourned their 
meeting yesterday afternoon and hurried to 
Summit. They put in three hours wading 
around the submerged country. 

At Lemont gangs of men have been kept at 
work all day today to prevent the flooding of 
Section 7. Thewouth quarry of the [Illinois 
Stone company is flooded and the quarries of 
the Western Stone’ company are in imminent 
danger. A large cave-in of excavated earth 
and stone was a result of the flood on the sec- 
tion of the drainage eanal being worked by 
Qualey Bros. The Santa Fé railway has kept 
a gang of men at its bridge to prevent the ac- 
cumuiation of drifting débris. 


DANGER OF POLLUTION OF WATER. | 


Sewage Swept Out Into the Lake by the 
Freshet, ‘ 

City Engineer Artingstall said yesterday 
that the city’s water supply was in no danger 
from river sewage, although the current 
toward the lake -was unusually heavy. He 
stated that the Bridgeport pumps had been 
closed down Tuesday afternoon when the 
break in the canal occurred, but they would 
be started up as soon as possible, | 

In order to determine just how far the river 
sewage was being swept into the lake THE 
TRIBUNE ghartered a tug from the Dunham 
Towmg company yesterday afternoon and 
made an investigation. It was evident that 
only the fortunate northeast wind had saved 
the city from a serious pollution of its water 
Sewage pollution 
extended to within 1,200 feet of the old wa- 
ter-works crib off Chicago avenue. Decayed 
cabbages, oranges, barrel staves, and all 
the other sweepings of the river which 
are picked up and_ carried lakeward 
during a freshet fairly covered the surface of 
the water far beyond the long exterior break- 
water. The line marking the. change from 
river to pure lake water was well defined. 
The brisk northeast wind had caused a cur- 
rent to set in toward the south and danger 
from the filth getting into the water mains 
from that source was over temporarily. A 
charge of wind to the southward today will 
certainly drive the refuse and the river water 
straight on to the crib. 

The line between pure and impure water 
was about 2,000 feet distant from the four- 
mile crib,‘and here, too, the northeast wind 
was favorable, in that it was causing a cur- 
rent carrying the river water shoreward. 
Around the two-mile or intermediate crib the 
water was filthy. ldom has river water ex- 


Y tended so far out into the lake and only by 


favoring winds will the water supply escape 
pollution. : 
Cribkeeper Donegan, who came in from the 
two-mile crib on the tug, was astounded when 
he saw the condition of the water so near his 
habitation. “That is certainly from the 
river,” he said, as he glanced down at the 
refuse through which the tug was passing.

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| “All I can do will be to report to the City 
Engineer and await his orders,’”’ he replied. 
**We shall be compelled to keep on taking 
water, even it isdirty, until we receive orders 
to stop. It is mighty lucky for us that this 
wind shifted to the northeast or this would 
have been on us by dark.”” — 

All last night the river was pouring out an 
immense stream of sewage into the lake. The 
accumulation of a winter is being swept out 
by the force of the current, and until the 
freshet at the headwaters of the ‘Dasplaines 
River lessens the sewage must continue to go

SUCCESS OF DRAINAGE WORK. 


Sanitary District Engineers Talk of the 
Results from Their Plans. 

The entire engineering force of the Drain- 
age Board was sent out early in the day to 
make observations regarding the overflow 
lines and to} secure cross sections of tne 
-Desplaines River, in order to determine exactly 
the amount of water passing down, and de- 
termine the capacity of the new channel in 
caring tor waters, Isham ; 
chief engineér of the drainage district, was 
on the ground Tuesday afternoon and most of 
yesterday. He was seem immediaftly after 
his return by a reporter for Tue Trisunr. 

“The records show,” he said, “that the 
highest stage ever reached of the Desplaines 
River at Riverside is twenty feet above Chi- 
cago datum, or‘ our standard of water meas- 
urement. This morning the water .was 
18 53-100 feet above Chicago datum, or only 
about 1'¢ feet below high water mark. I can 
| safely say that Desplaines River has not been 
as high as it is nowfor many years. It is 
4 52-100 feet higher than Ogden dam. 
Where the water runs from the Desplaines 
into the canal, the Desplaines is teh feet 
higher than the canal, and it was only by the 
fortunate circumstances of there being a lot 
of old timbers in the canal bank at that place 
that the bank was not washed away for a long 
distanee., There would have been no trouble 
at the canal at all had it not been for the old 
sluiceways from the ice-houses into the canal. 
The timbers became rotten and were carried 
away by the great force of water against 
them. tog 

‘*T am informed that the flow of water over 
dam No. 1 at Joliet is not as great by fifteen 
inches as it was in 1892. The water, how- 
ever, is high enough to nearly reach the 
bridges over thecanal. It was lucky that 
canalboats were caught between bridges when 
the break occurred and their cargoes of stone 
were impressed into service for filling up the 
crevasse. The contractors on Sec. E, 
which is flooded, only had their levee 13 feet 
5 inches above datum, whereas by their agree- 
ment it shguid have been 15 feet 9 inches. 
When the water commenced running over the 
levee they called out their entire force and 
began building it up, but the water 
came in so fast that they saw the

Although still in a rough 
state, it has stood the test of this great flood 
without a single evidence of weakness, and I 
can safely say that it will stay there for all 
time after it is properly faced with Portland 
cement. The spillway is a sort of safety 
valve for the Desplaines floodwaters. We es- 
timated that there was a capacity at Joliet for 
400,000 cubic feet of water a minute witheut 
flooding that city or doing damage. That was 
the limit of the amount of water we should 
send down. The spiliway was then construct- 
ed to act as a safety valve on a greater 
amount of water. It was built about one-half 
mile south of the Town of Lyons, and in such 
a way that the water would run over it when 
the limit at Joliet had been reached.

A trestle had been 
constructed thore and the material wiil be 
carried in and the levee constructed next sum- 
mer, In consequence of this break the water 
has backed up over Secs. A and B to the 
middle of Sec. C, but as all the work on those 
sections is being done by hydraulic machinery 
no damage has been done by flooding. *

He was 
more than pleased at the developments which 
the flood had. brought forth. ‘“*We have 
found out,”’ he said, “ that Desplaines River, 


as the bed is now diverted, will care for 400,- 
000 cubic feet of flood water a minute. When 
you consider that before the drainage canal 
did anything with Desplaines River that as 
soon as the flood waters reached 60,000 or 
70,000 feet there was a big overflow in Chi- 
cago River, you can see what great success 
has attended the board’s plans. Had it been

Probably never haifas much water went down the Desplaines Valley as is now going, for 
before the drainage canal was undertaken two-thirds of the overflow mounted the watershed and ran off into Lake Michigan. The artificial watershed 


now madé by the spillway is nearly ten feet above that established by nature. . 


The overflows at the spillwater near River- 
side will not take place after the channel is 
opened below. The water there is going into 
the Mud Lake Valley and the Chicago River 
atthe rate of 60,000 cubic feet a minute. 
The water going the other way is 400,000 
cubic feet a minute. Over half this latter 
amount would have gone into the Uhicag> 
River under former conditions. So, you see, 
I believe in the value of the work already 
done and think the canal has proved to be 
worth ali it has cost the people. With a 
larger outlet at Joliet the spiliway will un- 
doubtedly be raised and future floods pre- 
vented. The damage by this overflow has

WESSELS ARE PLACED IN DANGER. 


None Are Moved in the River, While More 
Watchmen Are Put on Duty. 
Vesselmen were warned early in the day of 
the expected flood and at once took steps to 
secure the boats, which are lying two and 
three deep ali along the river, from damage 
owimg to the heavy current. Extra men were 
put on watch along the docks and on board 
the boats for fear that the chains might snap. 
By noon the current was over two. miles an 
hour and at 4 o’clock in the afternoon it was 
estimated at about three miles in-the brosder 
parts of the river. Where the river was nar- 
row and the channel was obstructed by sev- 
-eral boats abreast the current ran up to four 
and five miles an hour, Owing to the precau- 
tions of vesselmen to keep their craft from 
getting adrift no accidents were reported. 
The big steamer Thomas Maytham, which 
brought up a cargo of coal last December, 
expecting to unload it at South Chicago, was 
towed here from South Chicago,, the con- 
signees ordering the coal unloaded at Erie 
street. When the tugs got the steamer as far 
us the Illinois Central railroad bridge, Capt. 
Charles Roach decided that it would not be 
wise to attempt pulling the big boat against 
the current, and it was tied up at that point 
until after the current abates. The tug com- 
panies refused to tow boats around the river 
at all, and a number of steamers, which were 
going to elevators for grain, will be detained 
until after the flood is over. 
._ Last night the extra watch on board the 
winter fleet was maintained, as the current 
,seemed to increase steadily as darkness came 


on. 
EXCITING CHASE AFTER RIVER PIRATES 


‘Indianapolis Officers Capture Four Fellows 
Half Frozen in an Icy Stream. 

InpraNaPouis, Ind., March 7.—[ Special. ]— 
. Capt. Campbell and two detectives had an 
exciting chase down the river today after four 
pirates who had been located on a sandy isl- 
and below Washington street bridge. Several 
hundred pounds of brass had been stolen from 
the street car barns the night before, much of 
it being stripped from motor cars that were 
chopped up. A half-dozen costly motors were 
nearly ruined. The four men were ham mer- 
ing the plunder into junk when discovered. 
The officers had no boat, but pulled their 
weapons and commanded the men to come 
ashore. Instead they sunk their boat loaded 
with the brass and then struck out for another 
island down stream. Five hundred people 
collected on the bridge to see the capture. 
The officers emptied their revolvers at the 
robbers without effect, and then secured a 
boat and pursued the men through the water, 
overhauling them ina half-frozen condition. 
They are now in jaii under the names of Peter 
Garbison, Ed Bly, Henry Wilson, and Charles 
West.

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RECOVERS MIND AND MONEY TOGETHER.

Considers Coughlin’s Motive. 


‘* Now let us consider Coughlin’s motive for 
taking part in this great crime. Mr. Wing 
told you in opening this case that we were 
perjurers because we said this man was Dr. 
Cronin’s enemy. He said it was false and that 
Coughlin was not Cronin’s enemy. Y2t from 
five different sources we have brought before 
this jury the fact that he was this man’s enemy. 
Coughlin stated to Hubbard that Cronin was 
his avowed enemy. It was ‘a private grudge; 
it wasa private matter.’ In W. P. Rend’s 
presence Coughlin said he ‘ had had a aiiffer- 
ence with Dr. Cronin at some meeting.’ To 
Patrick Dinan Coughlin said ‘don’t say any- 
thing about the hiring of the white horse; Dr. 
Cronin was not my friend.’ In the presence 
of Riley and Quinn Coughlin said ‘there is 
a prominent North Side Cathotic who is talk- 
ing too much’ and would ‘get done up.” 

** Are you able to find that Dr. Cronin had 
an enemy in the world except the defendants, 
Patrick O'Sullivan, Martin Burke, and this 
defendant here before us? Have you [sworn 
to try this case by the law and the evidence, 
and will you not be faithful to your oaths? 
Will you say there is no evidence of a suffi- 
cient motive for this crime rankling in the 
heart of this defendant? You cannot meas- 
ure hate; itis treasured up in the heart and 
sealed in the recesses of the mind.”’ 

Mr. Bottum adverted for a moment to the 
search for Smith who drove the doctor to the 
Carlson cottage, and said: ‘* During those 
awful days that followed May 4, 7, 8, 9, and 
10, Michael Whalen and this man Coughlin 
were going about the city looking for the 
man who drove the white horse, and’the only 
places they looked, as the evidence shows, was 
ina few saloons. And when searching for 
the body andengaged on this important duty 
you will remember how for days and days 
they spent their time on one street corner. s0 
much as to attract the attention of business- 
men in that vicinity.” 

His Closing Words. 


Mr. Bottum was nearing theend. Turning 
to Judge Tuthill the prosecutor said:

Away to a.Neighboring Town, but Is 
Struck Down on the Koad—No Clews of 
Importance to Either Crime“ Three 
Men Arrested at St. Louis for Robbing 
the Postoffice at De Soto, Mo. 


J EFFERSONVIULE, Ind., March 7.—[Special. ] 
~The dead body of William Bowman was 
found near St. Joseph’s Hill, fifteen miles 
from here, this morning. It is believed he 
was murdered and then robbed. Bowman 
was in the city yesterday and assisted in the 
search of the assassin of Geer. He was 
known to have considerable money on his 
person, ullof which was gone when he was 
found. He left for St. Joseph’s Hill on bus- 
iness in his buggy. There is no clew. 


The Geer murder is stili shrouded in mys- 


tery. The officers have found only one clew 
which they are inclined to think of any im- 
portance. Residing near the residence of the 
dead man is a Joseph Willinger with whom it 
is reported Mr. Geer had some trifling diffi- 
culty some time since. The fact that Will- 
inger was the first man on the premises after 
the shooting occurred, together with the fact 
thata shotgun belonging to him had been 
found with one of the loads discharged, tends 
to throw suspicion on him. 

A post-mortem examination on the body of 
Geer was held today, but nothing. was devel- 
oped except that the wound was produced by 
a load from an old-fashioned shotgun, as 
stated yesterday. Willinger says the load 
was discharged from the gun several days 
since merely for amusement. On account of 
giving so much time to the murder the officers 
have not discovered anything of importance 
in regard to the chloroforming and robbing 
of several families in this vicinity, but they 
believe it was done by an organized gang of 
robbers and that there is no connection be- 
tween the affairs. ‘The negroes on whom sus- 

icion was firgt cast in regard to the murder 
ave not been &rrested. as the evidence against 


‘them was deemed insufficient. 


THREE SUSPECTS ARE CAUGHT. 


Charged with Robbing the Postoffice at 
; De Soto, Mo. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 7.—[Special.]—Jim 

French and Otto and Herman Sasse were given 


into the custody of the United States Marshal | 


by the city authorities today and were ar- 
raigned before Commissioner Crawford on 
the charge of having robbed the postoffice at 
Desoto, Mo., last Saturday night. The cases 
were laid over until Wednesday, March 14. 
The prisoners were committed to jail 
in default of $2,000 bail each to 
await the hearing. The robbery is receiving 
the undivided attention of the postoffice au- 
thorities because $1,900, of which $250 was 
money and the rest stamps, was taken from 
the safe. The postal authorities refuse to di- 
vulge the evidence. They only say the ac- 
cused have reputations as safe crackers. Joe 
P, Johnson, the inspector in charge, says the 
safe was drilled and opened without the use 
of explosives. From other sources jt is 
learned that the prisoners have been identi- 
fied as visitors atthe postoffice the day pre- 
ceding the robbery, and thata lot of stamps 
were found in a search of Sasse’s house. 

A similarity of names caused a grewsome 
comedy of errors today in the home of Mrs. 
Owen Ahearn and Cullen & Kelly’s undertak- 
i establishment. Mrs. Ahearn’s brother, 
John O/Brien,. was an inmate of the poor- 
house. Monday the Ahearns received notice 
that O’Brien had died. They sent Undertaker 
Cullen for the body, bought a handsome 
casket, and prepared for the funeral. Up to 
this time none of ‘the Ahearns had seen the 
body. Many friends had called at the 
undertakers’ and there was a_ differ- 
ence of opinion as to whether thé 
body was that of Mrs. Ahearn’s brother. Mr. 
Cullen sent for the Ahearns, Even Mrs. 
Ahearn was not positive about the identity, 
and Cullen sent to the poorhouse to find out 
whose body he had. He found there were 
three John O’Briens, one dead and two alive. 
Mrs. Ahearn’s brother was still alive and as 
soon as he heard of the preparations to bury 
him called on his kinfolks and registered an 
objection. The undertakers and the Ahearns 
are now engaged in a controversy as to 
whether the latter or Supt.. Gallagher of the 
poorhouse should pay the expense already in- 
curred. :

Fred 
Roth and John Torpey have been arrested and 
the police are searching for Henry Neus.

Probably Be Started Again Today= 
Robber Cashier of the Bank at Dexter, 
Mich., Believed to Be Feigning Insan- 
ityeTo Be Examined by an Expert 
Northwest News. 


Mapison, Wis., March 7.—[Special.]—In 
the roster case trial today Attorney John M. 
Olin completed his opening address to the 
jury in behalf of the plaintiffs, and two of the 
81x speeches due from the defendants’ great 
array of attorneys were niade, Mr. Flanders 
appearing for Gov. Peck and ex-Congressman 
Burr W. Jones for AttorneyGeneral J. L. 
O’Connor. Mr. Olin spoke for seven hours 
and. a half, a half hour ionger than at 
the first trial. .In resuming his address 
this forenoon he had hard work 
making progress on account of a volley of 
objections from attorneys for the defense, 
they claiming that he was improperly arguing 
the evidence in advance of the testimony of 
witnesses. These objections came mainly 
from L. K. Luse of Stoughton, who made his 
appearance in the case yesterday for the first 
time as counsel for Senator P. M. Bashford, 
who was already defended by Attorneys F. J. 
Lamb and B. J. Stevens of this city. 

During his discourse Mr, Olin declared that 
the plaintiffs had nothing to conceal. They 
had gone into the contract to make money, 
but they had not hatched the scheme, they 
were not officers chosen for the rurpose of 
protecting the interests of the State, and they 
had no part in the conspiracy to defraud the 
State, as the prosecution claimed the defend- 
ants had. Mr. Olin warned the jury not to 
allow the effort of the defense to shove all the 
blame off onto ex-Private Secretary Clark to 
influence it. 

Attorney Flanders began his presentation 
of the defense of Gov. Peck at 2 o’clock. In 
beginning he followed his tactics of last week 
in dispelling the flavor of Mr. Olin’s address 
by telling a number of funny stories. He 
asked the jurymen not to think of George W. 
Peck as their Governor, but to try him as if 
he tilled the soil of a farm in Dane County, 


. He reiterated that he should undertake to 


maintain that the roster law was unconstitu- 
tional, though all the other defendants’ attor- 
neys held to the opposite. Heagain sought 
to show that Gov. Peck was innocent because 
he relied on his subordinates. He had left 
this roster contract matter entirely to Adju- 
tant-General J. B. Doe. 

In speaking of a meeting in Milwaukee be- 
tween the Governor and Plaintiff Tracy Mr. 
Flanders said the Governor did not even 
know Mr. Tracy. Gov. Peck, who was in the 
court-room, did not intend to have a mis- 
statement recorded and arose at this juncture 
and informed his attorney that he did know 
Mr. Tracy by sight at the time of the meet- 


ing. 

Attorney B. W. Jones next spoke in behalf 
of Attorney-General O’Connror. He impressed 
the jury with the fact that not only $15,000 
was at stake but also the good names of men 
who have been elected to some of the highest 
positions in the gift of the people of the State. 

Mr. Jones seemed anxious to have the 
plaintiff's attorneys again state their position 
on the law of 1887. He gota statement, but 
it was not just what he wanted. Mr. Jeffris 
said thé prosecution would -say that the law 
might or might not be constitutional, they 
cared not which; it would make no differ- 
ence in the case. Attorney Jones made de- 
fendant Col. Clark squirm by stating that not 
a dollar of the $20,000 paid by the plaintiffs 
on the strength of the roster centract went to 
any of the defendants excepting Col. Clark. 
Every dollar of it, Mr. Jones said, found its 
way to Col. Clark’s pocket. He then pro- 
ceeded to carry out the policy established by 
the defense last week by holding thatas the 
plaintiffs knew they were likely to get a pot 
of money out of the contract they were 
scheming to loot the treasury and were as 
much conspirators as those with whom they 
were dealing. 


GREGORY PRETENDS HE IS INSANE, 


{t Is Believed the Dexter Cashier Robber 
Is Again Trying'to Deceive. 

Dexter, Mich., March '7.—[Special. ]—Orla 
B. Gregory, robber of the Dexter Savings 
Bank and its ex-assistant cashier, was report- 
ed too ill last night to go tc jail and was al- 
lowed to remain at home in charge of an of- 
ficer. This morning he was apparently ap- 
proaching a collapse, but before noon revealed 
a deeper game than he has previously at- 


tempted. He is giving a fair imitation of an - 


insane person. He is believed to have created 
the réle without assistance, as the members of 
his family are above suspicion. Orla madea 
fair success of his impersonation of the sand- 
bagged and robbed custodian of bank funds 
and it is believed his success has encouraged 
him to higher flights. His people have sent 
to Ann Arbor. for an insanity expert. It is 
not toescape punishment that Gregory is 
playing this, if playing it he is, for it 1s prob- 
able the directors will rosecute him, as 
the bank has lost noth g.. Gregory’s youth 
and the high standing of his parents and rela- 
tives will also contribute to this course. The 
boy’s father-in-law, Van Riper, 1s also a heavy 
stockholder and a director in the bank. Greg- 
ory is believed to be working to save not 
only his reputation with the public, but to 
square himself with his wife and relatives 
generally. Gregory pretends to have no re. 
meéembrance of events just before or since the 
robbery, and otherwise acts as he probably 
believes an insane man would. This evening 
the Gregory residence is a hospital. The 
chief actor is reported seriously ill, with pos- 
sibilities of a fatal.termination. His wife is 
under a physician’s care. Then his father 
and mother have taken to their beds and a 
physician has them in charge. This leaves 
two members of the household unaccounted 
for, Orla’s 6-month-old baby and his father’s 
mother.

A 
canvasser might find a person today who 
seems to be perfectly well who might come 
down with smallpox two -weeks hence. But 
if the canvass was repeated two 
weeks hence we would find the ’case. 
Chief Brennan does not want his men 
to take the work. My plan, if the police take 
the work, would be this: I would have each 
police precinct covered by the police doing 
duty within it.’ A patrolman would call at 
edch house and ask if there be any sickness 
there or at any of the neighbors, If there be 
any he will try to find out what it is. At night 
he will report at his station, where I will have 
a mnan to receive the reports. The officer in 
his inquiries as’ to each house and all the 
neighboring ones finds, for instance, there is 
sickness in ten houses on his beat and none in 
100 house&. He does nut know the sickness, 
but 1 can send one of my men to ten. houses 
and he can find out what the sickness is.”’ 

‘Something must be done. at once,” gaid 
Mayor Hopkins. ‘‘ We must stamp this dis- 
ease out, owto doit is the question, If 
we had plenty of money the problem would 
be easy, for we could put such men to work as 
the Commissioner of Health wants. But we 
can’t do that. Chief Brennan says the police 
force cannot be used to advantage in the work. 
I think itcan. At any rate we will see about 
it,’ 


TO ENLARGE ITS CAPITAL TO $50,000,000. 


Ex-Gov. Long Appears in Behalf. of the 
Bell Telephone. 

Boston, Mass., March 7.—[Special.]—The 
ease of the American Bell Telephone com- 
pany on the petition for an increase of capital 
to $50,000,000 was presented to the Legis- 
lative Committee on Mercantile Affairs to- 
day by ex-Gov, Long, who said it is simply a 
case of a concern whose business had so en- 
larged that it needed more. money. Pre- 
vious to. 1885 the company had expended 
over $31,000,000 in cotistracting lites and in 
material and labor. Since 1885 it-has ex- 
pended in’ subways and cables $14,500,000; 
in real estate, $6,000,000; in aerial equip- 
ments, $12,500,000; whiclr added to 
the expenditures prior to 1885 make a total 
of $75,000,000. The building and exten- 
sion of the long distance lines have been a 
source of great expense, and $10,000,000 is 
needed at once to complete the plans of the 
company in that direction. Some idea of the 
growth of the company’s business may be 
gathered from the fact that the number of 
telephones +in use has grown from 5,000, 
when the company started, to 566,000 at the 
present time. In 1884 there were 216,000,- 
000 talks over the telephone; in 1893 there 
were 600,000,000. In 1893 there were 60,- 
000,000 telegraphic messages sent over the 
telegraph wires of the Western Union com- 
pany. In the last ten years the number of 
persuns employed by the company has in- 
creased from 1,100 to 10,000. he solicitor

WHISKY WAR BEGINS. 


INDICATIONS POINT TO LOOAL OP- 
TION IN IOWA. 


Prohibitionists Secretly Acree to Kill Any 
Mulct Plan and They Are Asked to Act 
Honestly=Republican Platform Pledges 
Must Be Carried Out— Quick Work 
Makes Prize-Fighting a Felony After 
Today=Troy’s Election Murder Excites 
Decent Citizens. 


Des Mores, Ia., March 7.—[Special.]— 
The House opened the liquor battle this morn- 
ing with the Martin committee bill, and the 
Senate wili tackle’ the Carpenter local optién 
bili tomorrow. As was .indicated in the pro- 
gram outiined last night the Democratic cau- 
cus bill has been offered as a substitute for 
the House bill. The supporters of that meas- 
ure have no hopes of passing if, but as soon 
as they reach a vote upon it they can go on 
record and then their bill will be out of the 
way. Chairman Funk of the House commit- 
tee spoke for half an hour in support of thé 
Martin bill this morning, and then as no other 
member seemed ready to speak Representa- 
tive Robinson offered the Democratic caucus 
bill as a substitute. The reading of the bill 
followed and then the House adjourned. 

Tomorrow (Mr. Robinson will speak in be- 
half of the Democratic bill. He will probabiy 
be followed by Representative Ranck, and 
possibly one or’ two Democrats wil! speak, 
after which the Democratic bill will be voted 
down, The next move will be to bring, the 
House bili up for amendment. . At this point 
it is expected that the radical Prohibitionists 
will show their hands. 

At the secret conference of the prohibition 
members held-last evening it was developed 
that some of the members have decided to 
offer an amendment striking out that part of 
the bill between the sixteenth and twenty- 
fourth sections. The portion that is sought to 
be stricken out covers all the provisions of the 
bill which make the payment of the mulct tax 
a bar to prosecutions under the prohibitory 
law and also provides restrictions for 
the reguiation of: saloons. When this 
propositien came up in the conference last 
night Representative Martin, who ia the 
originator of the bill, talked plainly in oppo- 
sition to the proposed move. He told the 
Prohibitionists who proposed by such an 
amendment to practically emasculate the 
bill that it was not an honest thing todo. He 
begged of them to do what was just to all 
parties or todo nothing. Today some of the 
ultra-Prohibitionists have complained of the 
appointment of Mr. Martin as a member of 
the steering committee on account of the 
stand he took at the conference. He says, 
however, that he will remain on the commit- 
tee and do all he can to have the measyre 
passed. 

Proposed Constitutional Amendment, 

The suggestion last night that the sup 
porters of :inodification would also support a 
resolution for resubmission of the Prohibi- 
tion amendment was verified by the introduc- 
tion today of a resolution for resubmission by 
Representative Cornwail, This resolution is 
ironciad and proposes an amerdment to the 
Constitution. This amendment provides that 
no intoxicating liquor shall be manufactured 
in the State for sale and no liquors shali be 
sold as a.beverage. Any persons charged 
with a violation of either of the pro- 
visions can be temporarily and _ then 
permanently enjoined from further vio- 
lation by the courts if the charge is proved. 
If the injunction be against the manufacture 
of liquors the court shall render judgment 
against the violator for $1,000 for each day 
the violation shall continue. If- it be against 
the sale of liquors the court shall render 
judgment against the violator for $500 for 
the first offense and for each offense thereaft- 
er $1,000 and imprisonment inthe County 
Jail not exceeding six months atthe discre- 
tion of the court. The judgment for fixe and 
costs shall bea lien against all property of 
the defendant in the county not exempt 
from execution. The resolution refers the 
propesed amendment to the next Legislature, 

It is understood that this proposed amend- 
mend has been referred to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral and has received his approval. It is also 
believed that a number of the prohibition 
meinbers will support this resolution and that 
they would also support some sort of a [Ocal 
option bill in case such an amendment could 
be passed. : 

Funk Calls for Honest Action. 

In his speech in behalf of the committee 
bill this morning Chairman Funk said that 
the bili had some features that he did not 
like, but; that he had yielded his personal 
views to the judgment of the majority of the 
committee and he hoped that those who 
differed from him would be equally liberal. 
He said that the bill under discussion did not, 
either by implication or directly, license the 
traffic nor throw the protection of law around 
it. He said that all must admit that the pres- 
ertlaw was afailure in some parts of the 
State and he instanced some of the cities 
where he said saloons were running wide open. 
He was in favor of retaining the prohibitory 
law, but in looking abroad at the needs and 
wants of the State he was valied upon asa 
law maker todo womething to minimize the 
traffic. The Houge bill he thought would do 
this and it would carry out the promises of 
the platform. The bill*would harmonize the 
party and carry out the promises. 

In the Senate tomorrow the Carpenter coin- 
mittee bill willcome up. Senator Funk will 
talk for about halfan hour. It is probable 


that the Democratic bil] will then be offered ° 


as a substitute and after that is discussed and 
voted down there will be an attempt to per- 
fect the Carpenter bill. Several amendiments 
are proposed. Among thern are the man- 
ufacturing provisions and the appointment of 
a State inspector. In addition to Senator 
Funk, Senators Carpenter, Waterman, Up- 
ton, and Ellis will speak in support ot the 
bill and Senator Finn and others will oppose 
it. Senator Finn will offer his billas a sub- 
stitute for the Carpenter bill. The main dis- 
cussion in each House will come after the bills 
are perfected and it is probable that it will be 
some time yet before a vote will be reached 
on the bills. 
Prize-Fighting a Felony. 

The Watkins bill to prevent prize-fighting 
was rushed through both Houses today in 
view of the fact that a prize-fight has been ad- 
vertised to take place at Creston March 10. 
It provides for a fine of from $100 to $1,000 
for the principals to any prize-fight or im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for not more 
than one year, or both. Whoéver aids in a 
prize-fight is also made liable to a fine of not 
more than $500 or imprisonment in the 
county jail not to exceed 160 days. The bill 
was sigaed by the Governor and will be pub- 
os in the morning, and will then become a

Troy, N. Y., March 7.—[Special.]—The 
preparations for the funeral of Robert Ross, 
who was killed while manfully protecting the 
ballot box from outrage yesterday bya re- 
peater, have been -made, and Coroner Collins 
has begun a careful inquiry into his death. 
The injured brother, William Ross, still lies 
in a critical state in the home of an aunt, 
Mrs. Christina Kavlin, with a bullet in his 
head. Superintendent of Police Willard said 
tonight that all persons who took part 
in the shooting had been arrested. Included 
in the number is John MaGough, a repeater, 
who was shot through the @ing und lies in the 
home of anaunt.

DUKE GETS THE LIE 


THOMPSON FAILS TO FRIGHTEN OFF 
A LEGISLATOR. 


Dispute Arises in the New Jersey Assem- 
bly Over Raising the American Flag 
on School Houses and the Notorious 
Democratic Politician Gets Hot Shot 
for Abusing American Secret Societies 
Flourishing Organizations Formed in 
Montana<lIowa Association Officers. 


Trenton, N. J., March 7.—[Special. ]}—The 
lie was given direct in the House during the 
debate on the ‘bill requiring School Trustees 
to fly a national flag over every school-house 
aud providing that the expense thereof shall 
be borne by the State, The bill was intro- 
duced by Mr. Walters of Moninouth, and was 
opposed by Mr. Thompson of Camden, of 
racetrack fame, commonly called the “‘ Duke 
of Gloucester.” Thom pson’s reasons for op- 
position were that the bill took the cost of the 
flagstaff off the teachers’ salaries, which, he 
declared, were small enough.

He then launched 
forth and said the measure had been the pro- 
dustion of the Junior Order of American Me- 
chanics and the American Protestant Associ- 
ation. “These youngsters don’t know any- 
thing about American history,” said Thomp- 
son, *‘ and they are striking at the foundation 
of American liberty.”’ He denounced the se- 
cret organizations which he had named as 
** banded together to deprive him and others 
from exercising their God-given rights as 
freemen.”” Mr. Thompson said he revered 
the American flag, but he wanted to expose 
the sham and buncombe of those who favored 
the bill. 

Up rose Walters of Monmouth, a tall sap- 
ling, with fire in his eye. He turned on 
Thompson and almost hissed: “ The state 
ments of the Camden member about these 
organizations sapping the life out of the coun- 
try isa lie on its face, and when he says men 
are banded together to prevent any one exer- 
cising his rights he lies again.”’ 

hompson stood motionless as the lie was 
peue and members ran_ between the men. 
n a cool, deliberate tone Thompson asked of 
Walters: “Do not the oaths that members 
of these organizations take declare thata 
foreigner has no rights they (the members) 
are bound to respect?” 

Walters made no reply, and the bill was at 
once carried, Thompson voting for it. Walters 
attempted to apologize after the session, but 
Thompson refused to recognize him.

LEAVE THE BAD ALDERMEN AT HOME. 
The Republican Aldermanic primaries will 
If those 
Republicans who attend them or those Repub- 
lican politicians who manage and often con- 
trol them have any regard for the welfare of 
the city, or if they have any desire to see the 
candidates whom they pick out elected, they 
will put up men with decent records and some 
qualifications for the discharge of Aldermanic 
duties. They will not go to the saloons for 
nominees, and above all they will nog renom- 
inate any of those men who voted shameless- 
ly and defiantly to pass the municipal gas or- 
dinance over the Mayor’s veto. 

This last and most audacious boodling en- 
terprise has stirred up the voters more thau 
any Aldermanic grab which has been attem pt- 
ed for some time back. It was too open and 
too big. Twenty-three outgoing Aldermen 
voted to pass the offensive, corrupt ordinance 
over the Mayor's veto. Not one of them 
should be sent back to the Council. The in- 
dications are that very few of them will be. 
The majority of those men were Democrats, 
but the Mayor and other leading Democrats 
are determined to beat them all if they can. 
They will try to put up better men, even if 
the little Democratic ward bosses do not 
like it. 

The Democrats would like to have a major- 
ity in the Council. They see that for them to 
get it they will have to nominate the best men 
they can. If they drop their corruptionists 
and make fairiy decent selections and the Re- 
publicans do not do the same thing then the 
Mayor and his advisers may be successful, 
Therefore party considerations as well as 
other considerationg make it the imperative 
duty of the Republicans to go to their prima- 
ries and nominate mer who have never stained 
their reputatioris in the Council.or out of it. 

There are some wards the majority of 
| whose voters have in the past concerned 
themselves very little, if at all, about the 
boodling practices of their Aldermen. They 
have reélected men whom they knew to be 
dishonest and to be in the habit of seiling of- 
fices and franchises. But even in those wards 
some of the voters who were indifferent to 
boodling when conducted on a comparatively 
small scale are beginning to be stirred up 
when they see their representatives making so 
much—getting several thousand dollars for a 
single vote. They are beginning to under- 
stand, too, that when corporations buy fran- 
chises of Aldermen the bribe money comes, 
in the long run, out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers. 

There are wards, where the great majority 
of the voters are of foreign birth, which have 
sent to the Council pretty steadily whisky 
sellers-and bribe takers. Until those voters 
get more intelligent and* have a better con- 
ception of what American citizenship in- 
volves such men will continue to be sent to 
the Council to sell their votes to the highest 
bidder, as did those Alderinen, with three or 
four exceptions, who votea to pass the Metro- 
politan gas ordinance over the Mayor's veto. 
Is it-not time for these voters to stop electing 
representatives who. disgrace and plunder 
them,and send decent men instead? It does not 
matter in the least where they were born, so 
they are honest, or what their business is, so 
long as it is a reputable one. The constitu- 
ents must expect to be judged by their repre- 
sentatives. If the latter are dishonest and 
disreputable the former must not get offend- 
ed if they are looked on as a worthless, venal 
lot. |

THE RESTORATION OF JACKSON PARK. 

The South Park Commissioners have been 
in conference with Mr. Frederick Law Olim- 
sted, the well-known landseape architect) 
with the view of entering upon the work of 
the restoration of Jackson Park for the use of 
the people. Various plans have been suggested, 
some of which are unusually attractive in . their 
nature and some of which are rather fantastic. 
It seems to be settled definitely that of the 
beautiful White City there will remain per- 
manently the Wooded Island, the general 
lagoon effects, though some of the lines will 
be changed, since the removal of buildings 
will give a stiff effect where the lagoon takes 
the shape of a long straight canal, the beauti- 
ful Japanese temples on the island, the life- 
saving station, the Art Building now devoted 
to the uses of. the Columbian Museum, the 
-picturesaue German House, and the La Ra: 
bida ConVent, though possibly not in its pres- 
ent locality. None of the principal structures, 
except the Art Buiiding, will remain, but there 
will be sufficient memorials preserved to help 
recall the glories of the Fair. 

The suggestion of Mr. Olmsted that the 
midway connecting the two parks shall be 
turned into a-lagoon-like canal is a radical 
one and, besides, involves many difficulties. 
In the first place, it will be difficult to make a 
straight canal a mile in length a’ very pict- 
uresque object, even if it had gardens on 
either side and the monotony were broken by 
ornamental bridges here and there. The 
beauty of water in a landscape effect is to be 
found in its windings ‘and handsome curves. 
It seems therefore that it would tax even 
Mr. Olmsted’s well-known skill to makg this 
mile-long strip of water beautiful. , 

In the general treatment of the park there 
was a disagreement between the Commission. 
ers and Mr. Olmsted. It was suggested that 
the treatment of Washington Park should be 
extended to Jackson Park, but Mr. Olmsted 
opposed this and even went so far as to say 
he would not undertake the work under such 
circumstances. In this position Mr, Olm- 
sted was justified. Jackson Park has always 
been the more popular of the two and it 
should be kept so. Instead of beg a repro- 
duction of Washington Park it should be its 
opposite in every way that does not conflict 
with ideas of beauty and taste. Washington 
Park is in effect a succession of grass plats 
aud gerdens which is delightful to the lover 
of quiet, natural beauty. Jackson Park 
should be more of a park~or pleasure resort 
where the people may be entertained. It 
should be more like (Lincoln Park, without 
copying it. It should have its common or 
playground On @ generous scale for the girls 

and boys; its boathouses and launches for the 
lagoon; its zoélogical collection, in which it 
always has been lacking; and other attrac- 
tions to. draw the people. It seems that 
the most successful way of treating the 
scheme will be to let. Washington Park 
remain as a quiet, reposeful, natural spot, 
Jackson Park to be the great pleasure ground 
of the pevple, made attractive with indoor 
and outdoor entertainments, the two to be 
connected as now by the Midway, treated as a 
driveway and walk, with such ornamental 
borders as Mr. Olmsted can suggest. The 
canal project cannot help but be very expen.

THE REAL CITY DEBT. 

Having used up all the surplus funds of the 
Water Department for the construction of 
tunnels and the purchase of machinery, and 
there being no money on hand for the exten- 
sion of water mains—a necessary work—the 
c.ty borrowed money on what are known as 
water fund certificates, pledging the future 
revenués derived from the water-works for 
their payment, principai and interest. Cer- 
tificatos representing a million dollars are 
now outstanding. Speaking of them recently 
the Controller said: 

It is not fair to include in the floating debt the 
water fund certificates. ne hy in reality ‘no 
part of the city’s debt. There are outstanding 
$1,000,000 of these certificates. They state on 
their face that they are payable sqyely out of the 
income derived from the water-works system and 
the fund arising |therefrom is hereby inviolably 
pledged for the payment thereof. These cer- 
tificates are payable out of water rates to be col- 
lected as follows: ‘$833,000 due June 1, 1894, 
from water rates to May 1, 1894: $333,000 due 
Dec. 1, 1894, from water rates to Nov. 1, 1894; 
$334,000 due June 1, 1895, from water rates to 
May 1, 1895, or $1.000,000 in all. The receipts 
from the water office in the past justify the be- 
lief that they will be amply sufficient to take up 
the outstanding certificates at maturity. 

It is true that these certificates do not form 
part of the city’s bondeddebt. They are nota 
lien on all the property of the citizens, but only 
on the income from the water-works system. 
But they ard a city obligation or debt, and 
they havé to be paid, principal and interest, 
just as much as the bonds which are outstand- 
ing. They are not payable out of the pro- 
ceeds of a tax levy, but they are paid by the 
water-users of Chicago, who are substantially 
identical with the taxpayers. A debt is a 
debt, no matter what the fund may be out of 
which it is payable. The city owes a million 
on these water certificates, jast as it owes 
eighteen and a half millions in the form of 
bonded indebtedness. The certificates are no 
less a debt now because they will be paid at 
maturity. 

The tendency is not to exaggerate the in- 
debtedness of the city, as the Controller says, 
but: to underestimate it by giving merely 
the indebtedness of the municipality of 
Chicago and comparing. that exultantly 
with the indebtedness per capita of other 
cities. The real debt of Chicago is all the 
debt which its citizens have to! pay, principal 
and interest, by taxes contributed by them. 
It makes no difference what the body may be 
which imposes the tax. The park debts are a 
part of the indebtedness of Chicago, for tho 
same Chicagoans who are liable for the bonds 


| of the municipality of Chicago are liable for 


them. Stating it moderately nine-tenths of 
the bonded debt of the county falls on Chica- 
goans or Chicago property, and therefore on 
Chicago. .The drainage bonds must be paid 
by taxes on Chicago property, and are a part 
of the city’s real indebtedness. 

The actual debt of Chicago at this moment 
is as follows:

Thus the actual indebtedness of Chicago is 
now $30,286,440. Ina few years it will be 
even larger, for-while the water certificates 
will be paid off, the park debts slightly re- 
duced, and a fraction of the World’s Fair 
bonds will be redeemed, the sanitdry district 
debt will be about fifteen millions. 

The indebtedness of New York, Philadel- 
phia, and other cities, as officially reported, 
iucludes the entire indebtedness for all 
municipal purposes of the taxpayers of those 
cities. Their debts for park, county, and wa- 
ter purposes are included. Hence when what 
they owe is compared with what Chicago owes 
the figures to be used for this city must be 
those given above. 

THE REPUTATION OF THE SENATE. 

Unless there is a speedy change for the bet- 
ter the people will reach the conclusion that: 
they can get along much better without a Sen- 
ate than with one. There was a time when 
that body ranked higher than the House in 
dignity and character. Thatis not the case 
now. Not long ago'the Senate was spoken of 
as the rich men’s club. Harsher language is 
used now to deseribe it, | 

The reputation ofthe Senate was injured 
seriously last year owing to the filibustering 

which delayed the passage of the bill to stop 
the silver purchases and the unwillingness of 
its members to put an'end to that filibuster- 
ing. The people came very near reaching the 
conclusion that the Senate had ceased utterly 
‘to be a legislative body. and that it had tied it- 
self up with rules which it was unwilling to 
modify which provided for unlimited talking, 
but prevented voting and left the majority 
powerless to act if the minority objected. 

The reputation of the Senate will be dam- 
aged irretrievably if the people get the idea 
in their heads that it has become morte of a 
speculative than of a legislative body and 
that whenever there is any bill before it which 
is to affect prices it will. be held in com- 
mittee and juggled with there in secret for the 
benefit of some one set of speculators.” The 
manner in which the Wilson bill has been 
handled in the Finance committee, taken in 
connection with tie shearing of the lambs by 
‘Vall street opérators in sugar trust securities, 
which has been going on in the meanwhile, 
furnishes abundant food for reflection. 

There were no such scandalous reports as 
are current now when the Ways and Means 
comuinittee Was preparing the Wilson bill. As 
soon as it decided on the duties on sugar, 
whisky, and other speculative commodities it 
announced to the public what had been de. 
cided on. It was not intimated that a single 
House member made a dollar out of the pro- 
posed changes in’ tariff legislation, Demo. 
cratic.as well as Republican papers are full of 
such rumors regarding Senators, and while 
nocne intimates that more than a few are 
concerned, yet the reputation of the Senate ag 
a whole is damaged. One dead fly makes the 
whole pot of ointment to stYnk. 

The Senate is controlled now by the Demo- 
crats, They have a majority of all the mem- 
bers. The tariff bill isin the hands of the 
Democrats of the Finance committee. The 
Republican members of that committee know 
nothing of what is going on. They are not 
allowed to atterid the conferences of the Dem- 
ocratic members. They do not know whether 
sugar, whisky, and whitelead are to be bulled 
or beared. They are not responsible if Wall 


| Street operators know more about what their 


colleagues are doing than they do. 
The responsibility ig with the Democrats. | 


They are the majority. They were responsi- 


ble for Senatorial incapacity last year and 
for Senatorial scandals this year. They can 


‘stop their continuance and prevent their re-

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REAL AND FALSE BIMETALLISM. 

A dispatch from Denver quotes Senator 
Chandler of New Hampshire as writing his 
conviction that ‘*bimetallism must be se- 
cured or there will be almost no end to the 
fall in value that is taking place and that is 
paralyzing business and distressmg debtors 
beyond endtrance.” . It is difficult to see in 
this any wap encouragement to those 
who are shouting fur a free silver coinage 
which would drive gold out of circulation. 
That would not be bimeialliswn, and if the 
Denver people think the Senator favors that 
kind of financing they are budly mistaken. 
The fellows who are ranting fora 16 to 1 
ratio are the'worst enemies of the real bi- 
metallism under which gold and silver would 
circulate a8 money on equal terms, each coin 
being intrinsically worth the sum named on 
its face. Probably the great majority of peo- 
ple in the United States would vote in favor 
of that genuine bimetallism if the question 
were submitted to them at the polls today. 
But ho sensible man supposes it possible that 
45% cents’ worth of :silver could be main- 
tained at a money parity with 100 cents’ worth 
of gold under free coinage of both metals. 
No sensible man thinks it possible to have bi- 
metallism under such conditions, and prob- 
ably but few of those who are shouting for 
bimetallism at a ratio of 16 to 1” think it 
possible. The great mass of them know that 
they do not expect to see real bunetallism in 
case such a ratio were attempted to be estab- 
lished by law. They believe it would result 
inasilver monometallism, and that with a 
currency unit not more than half the present 
value. 

The silver extremists are the ones who 
stand in the way of bimetallism, which only 
is possible when silver is handled on its 
merits, a dollar’s worth of silver being rated 
as equal in value toa dollar’s worth of goid, 
no more and no less. By insisting on the 
impossible they have staved off an intelligent 
treatment of the matter by statesmen, and 
made many appear as enemies to bimetallism 
who are truly in favor of it. They have 
themselves to blame for much if not most of 
the trouble, and probably for no small ‘part 
of the ‘‘discrimination’’ which has driven 
silver down to a commercial value of little 
more than four-ninths of what they claim 
forit. Probably but for the great stimulus 
given to production by making the United 
States a purchaser of 54 million ounces: per 
year the offerings of silver today would not 
be large enough to make the commercial 
ratio much wider than 25 to 1, instead of the 
35 to 1 which was the market rate at the 
close of last week. They overloaded the 
market and now are suffering the conse- 
quences. If they were wise they would drop 
their factious opposition and signify a 
willingness to recognize the fact that a wide 
market foran articie cannot be maintained 
permanently at prices far above the cust of 
producing the material and transporting it to 
the market. 
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THIRTY-SECOND WARD GERRY MANDER. 

There are excellent reasons for the protest 
of the Thirty-second Ward Republicans 
against the shameful gerrymander of their 
ward for primary purposes. 
defiance of the provisions of the law under 
which the primaries are supposed to be con- 
ducted, and the unequal dnd scandalous divis- 
ion is made in the interest of a particular can- 
didate and against anether. Thelaw provides 
that the committee “shall divide the wara 
into primary election districts, such primary 
districts to be formed of contiguous election 
precincts in as nearly compact form and near- 
ly as equal as eircumstances shall permit.” 
Now it is apparent that the division of the 
Thirty-second Ward is not in accordante with 
the section here quoted. One district con- 
tains four precincts and has about 800 Re- 
publican voters. Three other districts have 
each one precinct and have each less than 300 
Republican voters. The districts are not of 
** compact territory.’’ The polling-places are 
not convenientdy located. In the case of the 
western districts the‘ polling-places are on 
State street, in the vicinity of* the saloons, 
away from the bulk of the Repwblican voters 
and in the very hotbeds of Democracy. In 
one district some of the voters will have to 
walk a mile and a half to the primaries. The 
injustice of such a division of the ward is 
manifest. | ; 

But the division has been made, the call has 
been published, and there is no remedy now. 
Are the people of the ward going to submit 
tamely to the outrage or will they rise up and 
punish the political tricksters who organized 
the gerrymander? They can do so by turning 
out in full force next Wednesday at the pri- 
mares and voting for the delegates in favor 
of the reélection of Ald. Mann, who is being 
opposed by the political tricksters and gerry- 
manderers. The voters should put up with a 
little annoyance and inconvenience to do 
that. If they do not resent the fraud and the 
trickery now it will be tried against them 
again and again. If it is punished now it will 
not be repeated. In every other ward through- 
out the city where the gerrymandering trick 
has been practiced it should be resisted also. 


FARMER HATCH AND HIS BILL. 

Representatives of the Chicago Board of 
Trade appeared yesterday before the House 
Agricultural committee and argued against 
the Hatch anti-option bill. They stated fhat 
the Chicago board will coéperate towards the 
suppression of bucket-shops and of the trad- 
ing in ppts and calls. They stated truly that 
the board has tried to suppress them, and 
claimed that the practices referred to have no 
connection with legitimate speculation in fut- 
ures. Mr. Hatch said the sole purpose of the 
bill was to-suppress curbstone and bucket- 
shop dealings and confine operations to legiti- 
mate boards of trade. He also professed a 
willingness tb receive suggestions for improv- 
ing the bill so as to secure these objects. 

It may be hoped that Mr. Hatch takes a dif- 
ferent view of the subject from that he has en- 
tertained hitherto, but itis by no means cer- 
tain that he does so. All along he has claimed 
to be working in the interest of legitimate 
trading in produce for future delivery, but 
his bill loads down. the least objectionable 
trading of that character with stamp exactions 
umounting to three-tenths of a cent on each 
bushei of graig and corresponding amounts 
on other articles specified. This tax is equal 
to the storage charges for ten days in public 
elevator in this city, and considerably exceeds 
the commissions usually charged for buying 
or selling the property. All this has been 
pointed out to no purpose in changing the 
attitude of Mr. Hatch, unless it turns out that 
he has concluded to front the other way at the 
eleventh hour. :

trading for future delivery and the business of 
puts and calls and the betting in bueket-shops. 
It would be a good thing if both could be sup- 
pressed by the strong. arm of the law, though 
there is some room to doubt. the right to in- 
terfere with “‘ options” on produce, while no 
one disputes the right of a citizen to buy or 
sellan option on the purchase of a piece of 
real estate or some other kinds of property. 
There are people who claim that the business 
ought to be left to regulation by State law, if 
at all, and others who hold on what they be- 
lieve to be strict constitutional grounds that 
neither the State nor the Nation has a right 
to interfere with the making of contracts on 
terms that are agreeable to both parties and 
cannot be proved to damage the community. 
It is open to grave question if such a charge 
would lie even though it were proved, as 
Claimed, that the effect of such trading is to 
cause prices to be lower than they otherwise 
would be, for sach decline would mean 
cheaper food to consumers, who far outnum- 
ber the producers. 

Probably it would not be wise on the part 
of the Chicago committee to accept the invi- 
tation to offer suggestions for amending the 
Hatch bill in the interest of legitimate trade. 
It would be better for them to deny in toto 
the right to meddle, and not give him the en- 
couragement that would be couched in offers 
to aid in making a radically bad measure lesa 
objectionable. They should insist that he is 
at work on totally wrong lines, that he has no 
business to attempt to interfere with legiti- 
mate tradingin produce, and that totry to 
prevent the other kind by recognizing it as 
subject to a tax is of no higher order of mo- 
rality than’ the offer to compound a felony. 
The evil is not to be cured by that kind of leg- 
islation. 


In a recent articfe in the North American 
Review upon “The Outlook for Warin Enu- 
rope,’’ Mr. Archibald Forbes, the well-known 
war correspondent, has compiled the statistics 
of the war strength of the dual alliance— 
France and Russia—and of the triple alli- 
ance—Germany, Austria, and Italy. As the 
figures are compiled from official sources 
their publication will be valuable for refer- 
ence. The war strengthiof Russia is 2,411.,- 
105 officers and men. 463,000 horses, and 
5,200 guns; of France 2,715,600 officers 
and men, 800,000 horses, and 4,500 guns. 
The war strength of Germany is 2,440,000 
officers and men, 562,150 horses, and 4,430 
guns: of Austria 1,590,000 officers and men, 
202,000 horses, and 2,140 guns; of Italy 
1,253,200 officers and men, 134,000 horses, 
and 1,620 guns. The total war strength of 
the dual alliance is 5,126,705 officers and 
nen, 1,263,000 horses, and 9,700 guns; of 
the triple allhance 5,287,200 officers and 
men, 988,150 horses, and 8,190 guns. The 
war strength of the triple alliance infantry, 
therefore, is superior to that of the dual alli- 
ance in officers and men by 160,495, while it 
is inferior 274,850 in the number of horses 
and 1,510 in the number of guns. The total 
forces available by both alliances in war, 
field troops only, is 10,418,905. The gross 
population of both alliances is 272,569,462. 


Tue New York World (Dem.) keeps up its 
bombardiment of Attorney-General Olney. 
Sunday last, the first anniversary of his of- 
ficial term, the World called to mind that 
while Grover Cleveland, March 4, 1893, 
pledged the party to enforce the statutes 
aganst trust-monopoly, Olney has in no 
case proceeded against any trust, but on the 
contrary, in his one official report, has made 
an argument against the validity of the trust 
law which has been seized upon and utilized 
by the professional advocates of trusts. ‘* Of- 
ficially charged with the duty of prosecuting 
these corporations,”’ says the World, ‘* he has 
remained a director in some of them and 
counsel for others. He has remained for a 
whole year ina position which no honorable 
man could or would consent to occupy for an 
hour.”’ This is severe citicism, but what good 
will it do? Does the World imagine that 
when the Democratic platform inveighed 
against trusts it meant anything more than 
vote-catching? Stillitis not to be wondered 
at that our Democratic contemporary says in 
this connection: ‘ It has been a year of shame 
and discredit, a year of pledges violated, tra- 
ditions set at naught, duty neglected, and sol- 
emn obligations disregarded.’”’ It has. There 
is no doubt of that. 
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Currovusty enough the first person #f con- 
sequence who expressed the opinion that the 
Premier of England ought to be a member of 
the House of Commons was the great Duke oi 
Wellington.

The 
precedent established then of taking the 
Premier from the House of Commons has 
been frequently disregarded, however, as in the 
ease of Lord John Russell, Lord Aberdeen, 
Lord Derby, Lord Salisbury, and also in the 
case of Lord Beaconsfield’s last administra- 
tion. 


A pRoposITiIos for a constitutional amend- 
ment to enable the President to veto items in 
appropriation bills has been offered in the 
House of Representatives. There is no rea- 
son why it should not receive the necessary 
vote in Congress without delay and be sub- 
mitted to the States, many of which havesim- 
ifar provisions in their Constitutions, Illinois 
being among them. The President, armed 
with this special veto power, could pick out 
the jobs in an. appropriation bill and veto 
them while approving the unobjectionab'e 
part of the bill. When Congressmen manage 
to get a steal tacked on one of the large ap- 
propriation bills they feel safe. They are 
confident that the President will not take the 
responsibility of blocking the, operations of 
one of the departments to beat a job. This 
amendment, if made a part of the Constitu- 
tion, would stop such games, and that is the 
only reason why Congressmen may oppose it.

Mr. Morgan, in explaining the resolution, 
said the matter had been called to his person- 
al attention by some statement made in« 
reputable newspaper, and he supposed the 
information so obtained was accurate, and he 
wanted to know whether the provisions.of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850 were being 
violated.

Various Swindling Schemes Alleged Againat

New York, March 7.—[Special,|--There is 
a well-defined belief in this city that J, Liv- 
ingston Seymour, whose death notice ap- 
peared recently in a morning paper, is not 
dead, Seymour came from Chicago a few 
years ago and was employed by Frank A, P. 
Burrelle in getting contracts for news clip- 
pings. There was great competition in the 
business in those days and Seymour got in 
with James A. Welch with the understanding 
that he was to turn over to him some 
of Mr. Burrelle’s customers. Later he made 
a partnership’ with Welch, but Welch died and 
the business did not succeed. For atime 
after this Seymour’s course is somewhat fog- 
gy. Heturned up in April, 1892,a9 agent 
for'an advertising agency: He turned in con- 
tracts amounting to several thousand dollars 
to the firm and received commissiens prompt- 
ly. Aftera time the firm discovered that 
many of the contracts were bogus. They 
were out $2,000 in this way, but succeeded 
in getting back $500 on threats of arrest. 

Seymotir disappeared for a time after this. 
It is thought he left town. But he returned 
and made J. W. Pratt believe him an honest 
man. Mr. Pratt is a printer at No. 88 Gold 
street. He projected an illustrated book-on 
the American navy. and entered into an ar- 
rangement with Seymour to secure the adver- 
that were to confront each illus. 
The book was published, 
but when Mr. Pratt came to _  ceollect 
payment for his advertisements he 
found many of the written contracts 
that Seymour had turned in and collected 
commissions upon were bogus. Altogether 
Mr. Pratt was about $2,000 out of pocket. 
Seymour escaped and went West. Mr. Pratt 
entered suit in the civil courts with the pur- 
pose of securing certain possessions that Sey- 
mour had asserted he had in this city. e 
had claimed that the Press club owed him 
*300, but this the club afterward denied ab- 
solutely. A Tcatuiine bank account that he 
had boasted df turned out to amount to $10. 
Still the action is pending. | 

Mr. Pratt then secured a warrant for Sey- 
mour’s arrest on charges of forgery, and the 
police have been trying to get him for more 
than a year. Detective Sergeant Titus of the 
Central office has reported him as in Califor- 
nia sometimes and at other times in Mexico. 
Effort has been.made by Seymour, through 
friends, to induce Mr. Pratt to make some 
sort of a compromise, but Mr. Pratt has 
always refused. 

Seymour's lawyer says his sister, who lives 
in Connecticut, heard of his death and sent 
the notice to New York to be published. It 
seems strange that she should transpose his 
initials, for the notice reads:

Drexel’s New Yacht starts Out for 
Its New Home. 

New Yorx, March 7.—/[Special.|—The 
steel steam yacht Semiramis is now on the 
ocean bound for Philadelphia. It has been 
purchased by Anthony J. Drexel of that city, 
and at last accounts had completed its fitting 
out at Marseilles for the ocean voyage west- 
ward. The Semiramis was built in 1890 by 
Messrs. Ramage and Ferguson at Leith, Scot- 
land, and is 206.4 feet long, 27.15 feet beam, 
and 14.6 feet deep. It has inverted engines 
with cylinders 18.29 and 47 inches in 
diameter and 33 inches’ stroke of 
piston. The Semiramis was built 
for Mr. John Lysaght of Falmouth, 
England, and he kept it until year before last, 
when he sold it to Mme.

Cuaruteston, W. Va., March 7.—The de- 
tails of the plan for killing Wyant and mur- 
dering the military were brought to light by a 
Pinkerton detective who was employed by 
Wyant. He was ostensiblya mule driver, 
and appeared to be unfriendly to his em- 
ployer. He atonce joinedin the proposed 
strike, and when an attack was made on 
Wyant’s tipple he was with the attack- 
ing party. The detective swears the 
plot was for Kinney to shoot through 
his pocket at Wyant if he refused to go to 
Montgomery to be tried. If he consented to 
be tried there it was then that the plot to kill 
Wyant and his guards by dynamite was to be 
put into execution. Seven more rioters were 
taken to Fayetteville today. The authorities 
do not regard the trouble as over, as another 
Gatling gun was taken to Eazle today. 

Three hundred miners passed Eagle today, 
going east, and there is a meeting tonight. 
These meetings are all secret and back in the 
mountains away from the railroad.

STREET CAR PEOPLE ARE STUBBORN, 


Strikers, However, Hold the Fort and Pre- 
vent Movement of Trains. 

Younestown, O., March 7.—[Special.]—No 
further rioting occurred today along the lines 
of the Youngstown Street railway, and crowds 
of expectant people thronged the sidewalks 
and waited for further scenes of disorder. 
This afternoon Manager Anderson took a 
firm stand on the decluration that he would 
not recognize the union, despite all efforts of 
citizens to aia in securing a settlement. A 
committee of members of the Board of Com- 
merce met with Manager Anderson, the Ex- 
ecutive committee of the strikers, and 
President Malone. of Columbus of the 
National Board of Street Railway Men’s or- 
ganization this morning. No agreement could 
be reached. The manager left the conference 
declaring that the employés would go back to 
work as individuals and at a 10 per cent re- 
duction. something he had not discussed be- 
fore. The strikers are willing to submit their 
difficulty to the State Board of Arbitration 
and return to work while a decision is being 
reached, but the proposition is not regarded 
with favor by the company.

TO MAKE A DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 


House Committee Diseusses the Doolittle 
‘ Bill—Opposed by Workingmen. 
Wasnineton, D. C., March 7.—Several rep- 


ent atthe meeting of the House Committee 
on Labor today when the bill introduced by 
Representative Doolittle of Washington to 
make an executive department of the Bureau 
of ‘Labor was considered. Representative 
Doolittle believed the Bureau of Laber was 
unknown to most of the people and its status 
should be raised to that of an executive de- 
partment in order that its importance might 
be realized. 

Representative Phillips of Pennsylvania 
advocated a forum for the settlement of labor 
troubles which could be appealed to volun- 
tarily, but Ne denied that such a tribunal 
could enforce its judgments by compelling 
men to work on terms unsatisfactory to them. 
It is said the plan has few supporters among 
the laboring people. 


Work for Seven Thousand Men. 


United Mineworkers of America forthe Sixth 
Ohio District, held at Bridgeport today, the ope- 
rators met with the committee and discussed the 
wage question. While entry work has been given 
#5 heretofore, the operators offered $3.60 a yard, 
and a compromise was effected on this point. 
The agreement in this particular stands good 
until May 1. All the mines in this district will 
go to work at once, giving employment to over 
7,000 men. 


Decision Is Against the Strikera. 

Crxcinnatt, O0., March 7.—Judge Smith of the 
Superior Court today granted a restraining order 
upon the application of the Morrison & Snod- 
grass Planing Mills company, commanding offi- 
cers and members of the District Carpenters’ 
Council from interfering with men who desire to 
work for the company.

VALUZ OF HORICCN MARSH IN DISPUTE, 


Shooting Club Lessees Charged with Pur- 
posely Disparaging the Property. 

Experts agree that the managers of the 
Lombard Investment company showed poor 
judgment when they loaned $64,200 on the 
big Horicon Marshin Dodge County, Wis- 
consin, and sodd ‘the nine mortgage notes rep- 
resenting this amount over their corporation 
guarantee, The tract of marsh land was 
originally bought from the State by 
a mill company for something like 
six cents an acre. It contains 
18,300 acres lying north of the village of 
Horicon. -W, i. Scanlan and J. S.. Ranney 
bought up the stock of the mill co wag six 

ears ago, and with it, of course, + and. 

o complete their purchase and take upa 
mortgage aguinst the land they negotiated the 
$64,200 loan from the Lombard company, 
and the size of the commission paid, it 
is said, drew off attention from 
the slim margin ~ of security of- 
fered. Scanlan & Ranney went into 
the hay business and failed. The rvghy 
notes in the meantime had _ been sold to the 
Keene Savings Bank of Keene, N. H., and 
John Knowles of Leeds, England. Scanlan & 
Ramsey defaulted on their intgrest and fore- 
closure proceedings have resulted in an order 
to sell the land involved April 12. The de- 
cree was entered more than a year ago 
and the time of redemption has expired. 
Various complications have brought in other 
parties in interest, all of whom are involved 
in the disposal of the property. After the 
failure of-Scanlan & Ranney it is said that 
Scanlan combined with Morton Culver to dis- 
possess his partner of his interest. In- fur- 
therance of this plan the land was transferred 
to Genia Culver, a daughter of Morton 
Culver, Mr. Ranney began a suit to set aside 
the transfer and was successful in annulling 
the sale. 

Another complication is brought in by the 
leases to the Horicon and Diana Shooting 
‘clubs. These leases run for twenty-five years 
from 1884 at a nominal rental. The 
lease of the northern part of the marsh, 
it is said, was made with a provision 
for its termination by any change in owner- 
ship. The lease of the southern portion was 
made toa numberof men who were inter. 
ested in the old mill company and by them 
assigned to the shooting club. This lease, it 
is said, excepts the use of the land for hay and 
pasturage. It’is intimated that the repre- 
sentatives of the shooting clubs object to 
any improvement of thé property, as 
a drainage project would end their tenure of 
the property. They ate charged with circu- 
lating reports intended to depreciate the value 
sof the land and to discourage prospective 
buyers at the coming sale. Other parties in 
interest, although questioning the  wis- 
dom of the Lombard Investment com- 
pany’s loan, say that the property 
is valuable and can be drained with littie ex-

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 7.—[Special.]-- 
Chairman W. S. Cantrall of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission says the charges pub- 
lished this morning that Chief Grain Inspector 
Bunker has misappropriated the funds of the 
grain inspection department are untrue, that 
the accounts of the department are audited 
monthly by the Commissioners, that ‘no 
money has been wasted, and that Bunker’s re- 
moval is in no way contemplated. 

The report of the grain inspection depart- 
ment of the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mnission was made publictoday. It covers 
the year ending Oct. 31, 1893. The earnings 
of the year were $20,974 less than the ex- 
penses, Chief Grain Inspector George P. 
Bunker recommends that the inspéection fee 
be increased from 25 cents to 35 cents a car 
in order to increase the earnings of the de- 
partment. This will be nant a restoration 
of the rate'in vogue prior to 1889. During 
the year the total number of cars in- 
spected on arrival was 271,041; boats, 
381. In 1892 there were 320,572 
cars and 389 boats. The inspection by bush- 
els was as follows: Winter wheat, 17,014,308: 
spring wheat, 23,372,064; corn, 85,135,925; 
oats, 75,294,700; rye, 1.508.853; barley, 
12,662,400. Total, 215,888,245. The total 
in 1892 was 246,726,243. The iaspection 
from store by bushels was as follows: Winter 
wheat, 17,183,320; spring wheat, 10,911,- 
263; corn, 62,014,462; oats, 16,064,748; 
rye, 672,180; barley, 1,320,529. Total, 
108,170,502. Combined totais of in and out 
inspection, 324,058,747. In 1892 the total 
inspection from store was 107,917,615, and 
the combined total was 354,643,862. 


FIGHTING FOR ORATORICAL HONORS, 


Evanston Students in a Muddle Over the 
Recent Contest. 

Dissension exists among the students at 
Evanston as to who will represent the univer- 
sity in the Northern Oratorical League con- 
test to he held in Madison, Wis., in May. A 
contest was held at Evauston Friday evening 
last to choose a representative, and the judges 
awarded first place to Elmer I. Goshen. Ac- 
cording to the constitution of the Northwest- 
ern branch of the league the judges in the Fri- 
day night contest should have handed in two 
sets of marks. They should have marked by 
rank and also by percentage, the marks by 
rank to determine the winner unless there 
should be a tie, when the winner would be 
chosen by the percentages. The judges of the 
preliminary‘contest; the Rev. F, M. Bristol, 
the Rev. G, C. Mars, Frank P. Crandon, Prof. 
J. H. Wigmore, and the Rev. C. M. Stuart, did 
not understand the system and marked by 
the percentage system alone. From the ag- 
gregate of percentages Goshen won by sixty- 
five points. Friends of J. Mark Ericson, an- 
other contestant, discovered in the meantime 
that had the judges marked by the rank sys- 
tem, as the constitution required, Ericson 
would have received first plage. President 
Rogers’. attention was called to the fact and 
he immediately notified Ericson that he had 
won the contest. Goshen’s friends then rose 
in/protest. On referring to the judges’ marks 
it was discovered that the Rev. Mr. Mars 
had given: each the same mark—85. On 
consulting Mr. Mars it was found that he 
would have niarked Goshen ahead of Ericson 
in rank and that would have placed Goshen 
ahead. The students have taken the matter 
into their own hands for settlement and the 
College Association has called.a mass-meeting 
of students to be held at noon in the coilege 
chapel to finally select the man. 


Prohibition Paper Getting Its Eyes Open. 

The Chicago Lever (prohibition) says: “ We 
have been watching the old party press to see 
what notice or comment they would make of the 
great prohibition*victory in Ontario, Canada.” 
Says the Banner of Gold ip reply: We have been 
watching the prohibition press to see what com- 
ment it would make upon the great progress of 
the Keeley movement. The annual roport of 
Gov. Smith of the Leavenworth Soldiers’ Home, 
showing 788 men cured of alcoholism, is 
not noticed by the prohibition papers, but 
they have room for a special dispatch an- 
nouncing that a Democratic Illinois banker has 
joined the Prohibition party. It is good to re- 
pace over one brand snatched from the burning, 

ut this one convert is characterized as * a Chris- 
tian gentleman of wide influence.” Is it net a 
cause for greater rejoicing when more than\700 
poor drunkards are cured? And then, too, when 
itis remembered that the same work is being 
carried on at 128 different localities in 
the United States. it would seem as if 
this great practical temperance work should 
receive attention from those who profess to be 
working for temperance, home, and native land. 
The results of the Keeley movement, however, 
are becoming patent to the Chicago Lever, which 
heya the following dispatch under the head- 
ine: “ Gold Cure Ruins the Saloons ”’: 

GALENA, lll., Jan. 29.—Frenk E. Owens, a sa- 
loonkeeper, made an assignment today. Liabili- 
ties, $1,500." The cause of the failure is at- 
tributed to the loss of patronage in consequence 
of the double chloride of gold cure. 


Was Appointed by Lincoln. 
There is acolored man at the White House 


of Judges Horton, Kohisaat, Ewing, Hanecy, 
and Stein, was appointed to formulate a 
strong protest against the condition of the 
County Building. This committee also will 
go before the County Board and voice the sen- 
timent of the Judges before that organization 
ina strohg manner. Judge Brentano said:

West Chicago Road Wins. 


The March session of the Appellate Court was 
begun yesterday. In the case of theinjunction 
proceedings brought against the West Chicago 
Street railway company by the Penneylvania 
and **Q” roads to stop the crossing of the tracks 
by the street railroad company at Ashland av- 
enue and Sixteenth street and Robey and Kinzie 
streets, the judgment of the Circuit Court dis- 
missing the cases for want of equity was af- 
firmed. In the opinion written by Judge Gary it 
is held that “ condemnation proceedings do no 
lie for mere damage, if no property is taken.”

doubt it is the’ first lens ever madein sections. 
Whether it is of any account or not 1s another 
matter, and I must confess I do not believe it 
is. I would not take the trouble to look 
through it, because I know in advance that it 
must be worthless for any scientific use. 
Improvement in lenses is the stamp- 
ing ground of cranks who know 
nothing about optics, and it is useless 
to investigate their work as long as-it pro- 
ceeds on unscientific principles. All these 
supposed improvements are proposed by 
people who Rave no conception of the exact- 
ness required in astronomical work, nor of 
the sensitiveness of a telescope to a multitude 
of influences. 

‘A telescope in sections would be ‘so im- 
perfect as to be useless on many accounts. If 
the object isto support the weight and pre- 
vent sagging the sectiong must be supported 
in some kind of frame, and the expansion and 
contraction of the frame would spoil the 
focus. It would be a work of infinite diffi- 
culty to assembie the sections correctly, and 
then they would not stay so for twenty-four 
hours. Some frames would be better 
than others, and platinum would come the 
nearest to affording stability, but the perfec- 
tion of a sdlid lens could not be approached. 
The alterations would be insensible to vision 
or the callipers, but still fatal to astronomical 
observation. This would be true whether the 


lens were large or small, though it would be- 


more glaring in a large one. 

‘* But even if such a lens were scientifically 
perfect, the claim that it would make tele- 
scopes cheap is unfounded. The difference of 
cost between one large piece of giass, and sev- 
eral smaller pieces is trifling. and this saving 
would be more than offset by several disad- 
vantages. For instance, the mounting of a 
telescope is in proportion to the size of the 
aperture, anda lens with interstices would 
greatly increase the aperture and the expénse 
of the mounting. 

** With all these objections out of the way, 
there would still be disadvantages common 
to all immense telescopes, however the lens 
may beconstructed. They greatly exaggerate 
the tremulousness in the air produted by va- 
ridtions ot temperature, and their very mag- 
nifying power is offset by the decrease of de- 
fining power which is necessarily inversely 
proportional. My idea is that the size of ob- 
jectives must increase slowly. . Tu jump from’ 
the Yerkes objective to one ten feet in diam- 
eter would be far too greata stride. But 
think when Clark has finished the forty-inch 
lens he will see his way to making one a lit- 
tle larger.”’ 

Prof. G. W. Hough of Dearborn Observa- 
tory of the Northwestern University, said: 

** Gathman doesn’t know what he is talking 
about. He had better read up a little and he 
will find out that those ideas of his are all 
very old. There not only isnothing new 


about them, but they are impracticable. Of 


course a glass can be made in sections all 
right and if it is small it can be made to re- 
tain its shape all right notwithstandi the 
change of temperature. But let a large 
glass be made in sections and 
any slight change in temperature would 
cause the frame work to change its form and 
throw the whole thing out of shape. The 
only way would be to have the frame made 
of something that has about the same co- 
efficient of expansion as glass, such as plate- 
num. Gathman’sstatement that his glass, 
which is in sections, givesa better definition 
than a single piece, is — preposterous 
on the face of it, for it is only a question of 
the amount of light which can pass through, 
and a single piece would let more light 
through than a glass made in sections if both 
were the same size. Besides the difficulties 
arising from temperature there would be those 
of aberration, superimposing the image, and 
many others. But the difficulty of tempera- 
ture alone is enough th condemn it. 

** When Gathman proposes to reduce the 
size of the crown-glass concavo-convex lens 
and place it farther away from the plate-glass 
lens he bas no new idea. Fitts of New York 
made such a one, known as. the dialytic, in 
1860, It hadai6-inch glass, and the cor- 
recting glass was placed half way down the 
tube. It is now at some college out in Kan- 
sas. No, there’s not a new icea in anything 
he proposes,”’

| REAL ESTATE BOARD NAMES A Cow. 


MITTEE TO TAKE STEPS, 


Legislation Will Be Urged to Prevent the 
Levying of Assessments Until a Major- 
ity of the Property-Owners Have Peti- 
tioned=The System Is Pronounced Bur- 
densome and Irregularities Are Alleged 
Plan for Uging the Funds Now in the 
Hands of the Board for a New Building. 


At a well-attended meeting of the Real Es- 
tate Board yesterday afternoon it wus decided 
to take vigorous measures to head off the 
special assessment abuses which now prevail 
and are fostered by Aldermen. Acting upon 
a report made by the Public Service commit- 
tee the following members of the board were 
appointed a special committee to take the 
necessary measures: E. A. Cummings, 
George Birkhoff Jr., W. G. Jaekson, George 
L, Warner, W. H, Wilson, Horace A. Good. 
rich, R. C. Givins, W. H. Cairnduff, Jd. H., 
Trumbull, Aaron B. Mead, Joseph Donners- 
berger, and J. H. Van Viissingen. 

This committee is to codperate with the 
Civic Federation, the Taxpayers’ Association, 
and the Real Estate Board to bring about a 
reform,. It is the intention of the committee 
to go before the next session of the State Leg- 


 islature and secure the passage of a bill which 


will prevent special assessments being levied 
until a majority of the property-owners have 
presented a petition requesting improvemeats 
to the’ City Council. As the matter now 
stands, Aldermen and contractors are accused 
of working together for mutual profit and to 
the detriment of pruperty-owners. It is 
claimed that notices of improvements pro- 
posed never reach the property-owners, and 
in consequence they find assessments piled up 
against thern which they are obliged to pay, 
and: the improvements inaugurated are not 
needed and would not be for years. Mean- 
while, however, the contractor goes ahead 


with the improvements and the Alderman 


siiares the profits. Since the subject was 
agitated some weeks ago by the Taxpayers’ 
Association Aldermen have become appre- 
hensive.and requested. the repeal of 206 spe- 
cial assesstnent ordinances. 

The special committee named will also re- 
quest the county courts to stay proceedings on 
speciai assessments until action can be taken 
by the Legislature, 

The question of how to dispose of the $20,- 
000 which has accumulated in the treasury 
of the board, was referred to the Executive 
committee, As the board is not organized 
for money making purposes it is unable to 
expend this sum in the construction of a 
Real Estate Board Building. Itis the desire 
of a majority of the members to have the 
money set aside as a building fund and in 
time erect a structure. But before this can 
be done the members think it will be neces- 
sary to disband the present organization and 
reorganize. Some of the members want the 
fund distributed to the membership. The 
Executive committee will secure an opinion 
from John P. Wilson as to the proper legal 
course to be pursued.

| ROADS MUST PAY ALL. 


‘TRAOK ELEVATION COMMITTEE 
 -MAKES,RADIOAL CHANGES. 


Decides That in the Raising of Railroad 
Tracks Streets May Not Be Closed and 
All Damages as to Property and Other- 
wise Must Be Borne by the Companies 
-Paving and Ligh@ing of Subways and 
Approaches at Expense of the Roads= 
O'Neill Protests Against the Plan. 

If the Rock Island and Michigan Southern 
- pailroad companies were not disposed to ac- 
cept the track elevation ordinance submitted 
to the Council by Mayor Hopkins Monday 
night they certainly will not accept the ordi- 
nance as it was amended in the Committee on 
Track Elevation-yesterday afternoon. But it 
is believed that the Aldermen will modify the 
amendments at the meeting of the committee 
tomorrow afternoon in accordance with sug- 
gestions of the Mayor and the Corporation 
Counsel. . 

The one point on which the railroad com- 
panies and the city could not agree during all 
the negotiations of the last week was as to the 
payment of land damages. The city com- 
promised this matter toa certain extent by 
agreeing to stand a part of the damages south 
of Twenty-second Street. The railroad com- 
- panies would not accept the ordinance under 
this compromise, wishing to escape the pay- 
ment of all land damages entirely. The com- 
mittee yesterday struck out the compromise 
clause, leaving it incumbent upon the rail- 
road companies under the terms of the ordi- 
nance to pay every cent of the expense of ele- 
vating their tracks, including damages and 
‘judgments of every class and description. 


| | ‘Another point was on the payment of the 


costes of paving the subways. The city com- 
promised this to a degree in the ordinance by 
providing that the railroad companies should 
pave the subways proper only.- The commit- 
tee passed an amendment making it incum- 
bent upon the railroad companies to pave at 
their own. expense not only the subways 
proper but every foot of street that is de- 
pressed to any degree on account of making 
_ an approach to the subway. 

How the Work Must Be Done. 


The committee also fixed the time at which 
the work of elevation shall begin at Aug. l, 
1894, and provided aiso that at least two 
miles of the ‘tracks shall be elevated each 
year until the tracks are all elevated within 
the bounds fixed by the ordinance. It amends 
the measure also so that if the company ac- 
cepts the ordinance it shall be relie+ed of the 
provisions of the O’ Neill ordinance only as to 

ion of the :tracks elevated. Ald. 


y that 
’ (Neill insisted upon this because the present 


ordinance does not affect the Michigan South- 
ern tracks in his ward and he wants those. 
tracks elevated at some future time. ® 
Ald. Sexton acted as Chairman of the com- 
mittee. There were present Ald. Mann, 
Kent, Madden, and Keats of the committee, 
Ald. O’ Neill, father of the original track ele- 
vation ordinance, Ald. Campbell, Corporation 
Counsel Rubens and his first assistant, John 
M. Palmer. None of the railroad representa- 
‘tives were present. The Ulrich estate and 
the Prussing vinegar works, having property 
along the line of these roads, were represented. 
The first opposition arose to a section of the 
ordinance providing for the degree of eleva- 
tion at the various streets. The committee 
noticed that no provision was made for sub- 
ways at Nineteenth, Twentieth. Twenty-first, 
Spring, Thirty-second, and Sixtieth streets, but 
the storm ~did not break until a section was 
reached providing that—~ 
When the plane of the tracks of said railroad 
companies shall have been elevated as herein re- 
uired across’ Twentieth, Twenty-first, and 
pring streets so far as they are within the right 
of way of said railway companies, they shall be 
deemed yacated to all intents and purposes. 
Must Not Vacate Streets. 


‘That will never do,”’ said Ald. Madden... 
‘*T am in favor of a track elevation ordinance 
if it be one that we can pass. ButI am not 
ia taver of leaving in this ordinance anything 

will defeat its passage in the Council. 
‘That section will, for it requires fifty-one votes 
in the Council to vacate a street. I am not 
in favor of any ordinance that closes any 
street. If such a clause is cut out thirty-five 
votes, a bare majority, will pass the ordi- 
nance.”’ 

On motion of Ald. Kent the clause was 
stricken out, and on his further motion Nine- 
teenth, Twentieth, Twenty-first, Spring, 
Thirty-second, and Sixtieth streets were in- 
cluded among those at which subways must 
be constructed. 

The next opposition arose as to what sub- 
ways shall be paved. The ordinance provides 
that all subways north of and including 
Twenty-second street shall be paved with 
vitrified brick on a solid foundation of cement 
. and concrete; that all other subways shall be 
paved on substantially the same conditions 
as they were when the work was commenced, 
and that all subways on streets not now paved 
shall be graded and paved when required by 
the Commissioner of Public Works. The 
ordinances aiso require the companies to 
pave only in the subways and not the 
approaches. The ‘members’ of __ the 

committee objected to any distinction be- 
tween sfreets north and south of Twenty-~ 
second street, believing that all subways 
should be paved alike. They objected to the 
provision requiring the companies to pave 
only in such condition as existed before the 
work of elevation was begun, believing that 
if paving is to be done it should be done in 
first-class condition. They objected vigorous- 
ly.tothe provision under which the railroad 
companies might escape paving approaches 
tothe subways proper. The motion of Ald. 
Mann requirmg the. railroad companies to 
pay for pavement to conforin in character 
with that already existing, wherever there is 
any depression slight or great, was carried 
unanimously. Under,the amendment the 
railroad companies must pave all streets 
wherever they have subways, wherever there 
ie the slightest depression, where the streets 
‘ are now paved, to pave the subways and 
approaches when the city paves streets not 
now improved. | 
The Corporation Counsel during the argu- 
ment po pry that this was a bone of con- 
tention and that the railroad companies would 
never accept it. Hesuggested that the com- 
mittee simply consider the ordinance without 
' making changes, and that at a future meeting 
representatives of the railroads be ‘calied in 
to discuss the proposed amendments. This 
developed the temper ot the committee in two 
important particulars. 
**We don’t want to talk with the represent-

of them, its right of way-—-to wit: Those 
streets south of Twenty-second street. including 
Sixty-third. street; nor shall said section be held 
to include or apply to the paving ofiany such 
stree established since the acquirement of 
such right of way, except as to so much of the 
same as shall be within the right of way lines of 
said railway companies, or within the right of 
lines of either of them, and, except, also as to the 
restoration of the pavement upon streets now 
paved, which pavements it shall become neces- 
sary to take up in the prosecution of said im- 
provement, but provided, further, that the said 
railway companies by the acceptance of this or- 
dinance shail deemed and taken to have fre- 
leased all claim for damages which they or either 
of them, as property-owners, may or can have 
arising from anything done by virtue of the pro- 
visions hereof. 

The committee unanimously agreed _ to 
strike out the. proviso entire. Blanks in Sec. 
17 were filled in so) that the ordinance re- 
quires the companies within ninety days after 
the passage of the ordinance to notify the 
Commissioner of Public Works of the point 
at which they will commence the work of ele- 
vation, from which point shall be measured a 
distance of two miles of elevated structure to 
be completed within one year from the ¢om- 
meneement of the work; and that for each 
succeeding year two miles of track shall be 
selected and eievated within the year. 

The penalty for trespass upon the elevated 
right of way was fixed ata fine of not more 
than $100 or less than $10 for each offense. 

_A section providing for relieving the com- 
panies from the provisions of all ordinances 
as regarding the speed of trains, gates, signal 
towers, lights, etc., was amended by striking 
out the words “ and of lights,”’ the idea being 
not to relieve the companies from the neces- 
sity of lighting the subways. The companies 
were given thirty days after the passage of 
the ordinance in which to accept it. 

O'Neill Denounces the Plan, 

Ald. O'Neill was given permission to ad- 
dress the committee, and he improved the op- 
portunity by denouncing the plan. ' He pro- 
duced a plan showimg how the depression 
would cut up the city, causing all the traffic 
in the sections near these tracks to go down 
and up hill, “just to accommodate the rail- 
road companies.” He argued that a steel 
structure could be constructed for a fourteen- 
foot elevation at a price much cheaper than 
the present plan contemplates, and leave the 
space under the tracks for storage purposes. 
The committee ‘adjourned to meet Friday 
afternoon. 

After the meeting of the committes some 
of the members Had a conference with the 
Mayor and the Corporation Counsel and it 
was agreed that the amendments agreed on 
during the afternoon were too radical. They 
will probably be considerably modified at the 
meeting tomorrow evening. 

The amendment imposing land damages for 
the portion of the road south of .T wenty-second 
street on the railroad company was especially 
objectionable. It is probable that if the city 
assumes the responsibility for the damages 
none can be collected. It might be other- 
wise in the case of the railroad companies. 


HAS FEW CASES OF SMALLPOX, 


The Sanitary: Inspector of the Drainage 
Board Reports=Expenses for February. 
Dr. William Martin, Sanitary Inspector for 

the Drainage Board, resented the charges that 
the camps in the Sanitary District are centers 
of smallpox {and declured that instead of Chi- 
eago having any fear from that quarter the 
reverse is the case, that the few cases of small- 
pox along the canal were traceable to Chica- 
ao. He presented his report tothe trustees 
at this meeting yesterday afternoon, saying 
that only five cases have occurred along the 
line up to the present time. 

Treasurer Stone reported the total expend- 
itures of the month of February as $288,241. 
The board approved vouchers to an amount 
of $104,131, of which amount $102,798 is 
for actual construction. 

Chief Engineer Randolph reported that a 
conference had been held with the engineers 
of the Chicago and Northern Pacific railroad 
relative to the change of grade and rebuilding 
the bridges of that company that span the 
channel. He estimated that the cost of 
changes needed would be $52,000. Referred 
to the Committee on Engineering. 

The Judiciary ‘committee recommended 
that the Western Stone company be paid 
$1,400 for the construction of a levee built to 
protect its quarries from overflow from the 
channel. The board agreed to purchase the 
land owned by the McCormick estate on the 
line of the main chanrel near Roby street. 
The tract comprises @early fourteen acres and 
the price paid is $48,405. ! 

A request from the Columbia Park company 
for the payment of damages caused by work 
on the channel was referred to the engineers 
to investigate, the members being under the 
impression that the board haa once paid for 
damages ‘to the park.

The impression is that the Mayor will insist 
on a clause providing that the trolley wires 
shail be supported by lateral poles along the 
curb.or .crossvar poles in the middle of the

C. H. Gentry, Vice-President of the Ameri- 
can Ticket Brokers’ Association, says the bill 
to suppress ticket scalpers which «was intro- 
duced in the Senate Tuesday by Senator Wil- 
son of iowa is an inspiration of. the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, George H. 
Heafford; General Passenger Agent of that 
road, says the proposed Jaw was framed at 
the instance of the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors. Mr. Gentry says the measure is 
my interests of the public.

Senator Wilson’s bill isan amendment to 
the inter-State commerce law. It requires 
railroads to supply their ticket agents with 
certificates of appointment and obliges the 
agent to stamp and sign each ticket sold. af 
any person who does not hold such authority 
sells tickets he is liable toa fine of $5,000, 
Railroads placing tickets in the hands of such 
unauthorized persons may be fined the same 
sum. Scalpers are unauthorized persone, and 
of course could not sell a ticket from Chicago 
to Milwaukee for $1.75 and pay the govern- 
ment $5,000 for the privilege. Mr. Gentry 
says the penalty is hardly more severe than 
that imposed by the State law. 

Cc. H. Gentry’s Views. 

‘‘ The bill is introduced by the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul road,’ said he. ‘*We have evi- 
dence of that. There is no association of con- 
ductors behind it, nothing byt arailroad com- 
pany and that will be suftici@nt to kill it. The 
the scaipers. There is 
nothing new about that. Neither isthere any- 
thing new in the fact that the people are in 
favor of sealpers. The scalpers influence 
better rates and by means of the scalpers the 
people are able to buy tickets below schedule 
rates. The scalper is a benetit to the people. 
As to this bill it will share the fate other privi- 
leged bills have met. Our committee will go 
to Washington. I have not the faintest doubt 
that we will be able to kill the bill in commit- 
tee when we show it is a railroad measure 
pushed by a railroad company.” 

George H."Heattord showed ‘a caller a copy 
of resolutions adopted at the meeting of the 
Order of Railway Conductors at Cedar Rap- 
ids, Ia., Dec. 11 last. The resolutions de- 
nounced ticket scalping, which it was stated 
could not be conducted without great frauds 
upon the railway companies and the traveling 
public. Another resolution required the 
Grand Chief Conductor to draft a bil! to pre- 
vent ticket scalping. and pledged the members 
of the order to urge the bill upon their Sena- 
tors and Representatives. 

‘Senator Wilson’s bill is that  bill,”’ said 
Mr. Heafford.  ** It is being pushed exciusive- 
ly by the Order of Railway Conductors, of 
which organization E, E. Clarke ot Cedar 
Rapids, la., is the Grand Chief Conductor. 
It will undoubtedly receive favorable’ consid- 
eration by the Senate and House of RKepre- 
sentatives and the bill will probably become 
a law in the near future. 


Need of Such Legislation. 


**Nobody who knows anything about the 
railroad business can doubt the need of such 
legislation. ‘The Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission has said the ticket! broker has no 
necessary, useful, or legitimate function. He 
is a self-constituted middleman between the 
ruilroad and thei passenger. All. railroads 
have accessible and convenient offices and 
agents for the sale of tickeis. The public can 
be fully accommodated by the regular agen- 
cies of the roads without the interven- 
tion of superfiyous and obtrusive middlemen. 
The scalper stands between the public-and 
lower rates. Were there no scaipers the roads 
in the case of conventions would be able to 


charging one and one-third fares as is done. 
The scalper makes his money out of the pub- 
lic and the railroads, too. This bill is a se- 
vere measure, but nothing less willdo. As I 
have said, I believe it will pass. The effects 
will be immediately beneficial to the people.”’ 

Gentry's views were coincided in by other 
scalpers, but several General Passenger 
Agents did not express themselves as vigor- 
ously as Mr. Heafford. ine | 

Assistant Passenger Agent King of the 
Michigan Central said he hadn’t read the bill. 

**Il think the roads should do their own 
business over their own counters. Our agents 
are provided with certificates of appointment. 
I have never had relations with scalpers and 
therefore can say little about them. «Canada 
has a stringent law against ticket scalping. 
This law seetns severe, but I should prefer to 
read it complete before passtfig an opinion on 
its merits.” 

James Chariton, General Passenger Agent 
of the Chicago and Alton, said: 

“Any law that directs an agent to sign 
every ticket he sells 1s framed by 2 man who 
knows little of the railroad business. It is a 
physical impossibility.” _. :
